NevertheJess, after the meet* 
mg. ihe delegation voïced t:cm- 
fidence and optimism based oii 
the rapidly grow mg public mitcry 
aboul ihe case. 

On December £1, Mrs. Wil! ie 
Mae Thonuon, Wansley’s mo- 
ther, came to Richmond. the 
state'$ ca pi lat, with a delegation 
from Lynch burg and representa- 
Lives from aboul twenty national 
organi^ations. Holton made him- 
self utiavyilable and the dele- 
gation of over 100 pcoplc w r as 
compelled lt> speak to an as- 
siatant, The delegation, or-

signatures on petilions galhered 
from aH over the country. To- 
gether with the petiLions sub- 
mitted on the I9th, this made a

Under the dedsion, Mrs, Lyn- 
da Jones can sue in the state 
Claims CourL in the doath of her 
husband* Herbert W Jones, an 
accounts clcrk at Aüica and one 
of the ten hostages killed by 
troopers when they re ■ cap- 
Lured' thé facility. 

The decision of the courl 
shou ld be füllowed by dama^e 
daims from the families of die 
nine other hostage guards and 
the 29 inmates whn we re killed un 
September 13,1971, as aresuh of 
the bloody police assault. A tutal 
of 43 persons lost their lives in the 
four - day rebellion. Lawsuits 
shouid also be expocted to come 
from the meïre than 80 persons 
wounded during the assault 

In a -Ï2 million suit filed last 
year with the Court of Claims, 
Mrs, Jones coniended thal an 
unnamed state trooper “without 
lust cause or provocafion and wdc.h 
great force and Gotence ’ shot 
and killed her husband. 

The Claims Court agreed lu 
hear the case bul the suil was, 
dismissed on the doctrine 'thal 
the state wos immune from 
liabilitv since it was öcting in ïis 
30vercign ca paci ly H r . 

Judge Adrian Hurke of the Ap¬ 
pellate Court said Mrs, Jones. 

■ facet a heavy borden of proof in 
her üttempt to estabhsh the use of 
excessive force by the state/' 

Ho we ver, the special state 
curnmission on Attica, w p hich 
investigated the rebellion, in- 
duded in its report that the state 
troopers assault was “marred by 
excesses". It was also found that 
the type of ammunition (00 
buck shotgun shells|tised by the 
tmopers caused a high risk of 
ïnjury and death to unresisting 
inmates and hostages, The ex- 
cessive force used by the troopers 
during the rebellion nnd doen- 
men Led hy the state commis^ion 
is considered by many lawy crs • 
be sufficent to focus liabilitv upon 
the state. 

Mrs Jones' aitorney, WïlEwn 
J* Cunnmgham, Jr., said he 
planned to call tonner N,Y. 
Governor Nelson J. Rockefeller as 
a wilness ut the trial.

The day 
wtlnessed a möving, Revolu- 
tionary New Year's celebration 
dedicated to our children, the 
future, held at the Communily 
Learning Center in Oakland. 

Whcn the yuung people spon- 
ütneously mounted the Learning 
Center's stage and begsn joy- 
ously dancing to the rhythms of 
the sensotional Intercommunal 
Youth Band» everyone in alten- 
dance anders Lood Lhat the day 
had more than fulfilled its 
purpose. Throughout the day the 
children celebrated with a free- 
dom signifying things to come. 

The band itself, which opened 
the ce leb ratio n» was living testi- 
muny of the phenomenal succes? 
of the Institute in contributing to 
the dèvelopmenL of the children. 
The professiorsal-sounding tunes 
of “ShaftT 'Night Train 11 and a 
host of other well-known melo- 
dies, as well as severa! original 
student written cnmposïtions lhat 
the Youth Band played, bear this 

out. Public school educational 
facilities have never permitled 
young people to grow as they 
have at the Intercomirnmal Youth 
Institute. At the Intercommunal 
Youth Institute, the entiro world 
and universe is the children"s 
ciasaroom. 

When the band finished play- 
ing (to everyone's disappeint- 
ment, but they were exhausted) 
and the children stopper] their 


rhythmic —and not so rhythmic — 
dance steps and stepped down 
from the stage, the lntercom- 
munai Youth Institute staff pro¬ 
ducer! much laughter with a series 
ol skits which exaggerated, yel 
concretely dcpicLed, some of the 
negativo aspects of this country b s 
public schools. 

Ono scene showed a father's 
anger when he arrived home to 
find his young snn had been 
suspended from school again. 
When the man removed his belt 
and begon unmereifully whipping 
ihe boy, the audience reacted as 
ihuugh they were remembering 
similor experiences. 

Anotlier skit was set in a 
classroom of shouting. fighting, 
hoir-pulling ' 4 kids' J . After many 



moments of intense haggling, the 
teacher finally gol the daas quiet 
and orderly. As soon as she 
stepped out of tpo room, Höwever. 
the mayhem resumed. 

One skit was of a parent-teach- 
er meeting in which Lhe question 
of the teaching of Black subjects 
was under discUssiün. Desiring 
more Black studies, the parents 
becarne angry w r hen a teacher, 
trying to prove Blfirk studies was 
taught, referred to one sentence 
mentioninga Black in a icxtbook, 

AnoLher scène portrayed the 
pleasant situaBon at the Institute 
as the children were preparing Lo 
leave for the weekend.

In this experiment, wit nesse a 
testify and are cross-examined 
bef ore the trial, in the prescnce 
of the defendonU both nttomeys, 
and an offkerof the court. These 
sessions are videotaped, The 
I presiding judge. later views the 
tape and deletes ihadmissible 
evidence alcng with any improper 
cunduct by nttomeys — thosc 
, m ome nis in a trial which the jury, 
under ordinary circümatances, 
secs, but ts instructed to dis- 
regard. 

ÖTHER Ü&E5 

Other, more limited uaee of the 
Electronic medium also being tried 
include videotaped confessions 
and depositions, and the use of 
videotape as the official record of 
a trial, 

Though the experiment so far 
has been extremely limited, the 
results from tkree recent trials 
suggest that removal of the 
‘human factor” may be hard on 
criminal defendants and civil 
plaintiffs.

In al] three cases, both sides 
agreed to the experiment in 
advance, But according to R. 
Grant Brady* who heads the 
videotape project for the National 
Center for State Courts, ”The 
defense has objected stringently 
in many cases. The prosecution 
lias gene rally been very coupe ra - 
tive”. 

The winning lawyer in the San 
Frandsco trial, Joseph W. 
Rogers, expressed satisfaction 
with the new techniques. Rogers, 
who spccializcs in defending 
Insurance companies, said he 
would like to see videotape 
apparatus set up outside court- 
rooms to record the testimony of 
poiice officers, saving officers the 
time they now spe-nd waiting in 
courtrooms. 

CHARLES CAKRY 

San Frandsco criminal attomey 
Charles R. Garry was uiiequivucal 
in ryjecting this plan, ' Never”, 
he satd. "I doiTt want to see 
anyt hing taken away Troni live 
cross-ex am i natie n in front of a 
jury. 1 ' Carry has won a number of 
major cases by persuading the 
jury Lu question the crcdibiliLy of 
poiice witnessos. 

Reactions from the judge and 
jurors in the San Francisco trial 
indjrate both feil something was 
tacking. Although the jurors were 
in agreument thot watching the 
trial on telovjsion had nol affected 
their abilily to reach a deemon, 
several also commentcd that the 
T,Y triallackedthe 'hurnan ele¬ 
ment " and that close-ups uf fadai 
expressions were "nru entirely 
adequate”. 

Fresiding Judge Ruben F. 
Kane dted ' a ccrtain 3ack of 
drama” He said thai videotaped 
Lestiniony wan “not a rupiaee- 
ment” for live wntnesses: r i ran't 
say it's as good r but in sotïie 
dreumstances it mtght be nccus- 
sary and usefu].” Judge Kane, n 
State Appellate Justice, presided 
over the luwur court trial, an 
unusuaJ move, becouse. he ex- 
plained, ‘ This may come up for 
appeal”. 

Foliöwing the Vermant convic- 
tion, a state senator introduced 
legisJaüon to ban court room use 
of telovisinn uxCöpt in deposition 
{m criminal cases, sworn testi- 
muny Laken from witnesses un- 
ablc to appear). 

The National Center for State 
Courts was set up follnwing the 
National Conference on the Judi- 
ciary in 1971, President Nixon 
and Chief Justice Burger ad- 


dressed the conference, dtlng 
increasing caseloads and congés- 
tion in state conrts, 

Both calïed for the establiah- 
ment of a na tion al clearing house 
”to stimulate and guide”, in the 
Presidout s words, ‘"'the move¬ 
ment for improvement of state 
courts”, The center was set up as 
a private, non-profit institution. 
Ho we ver, its 1971-73 Annual 
Report shows that a majorily of 
its project» were funded by the 
National Jnstitute of Law En- 
forcement and Crtmina] Justice. 
thu research arm of LEAA. 

Sa ving coiirtrfiom time 3s the 
Principal argument advanced for 
the use of videotape. With the 
new method, neither judge, jury, 
nor elerk of the court is obligéd to 
be present for the testimony of 
witnesses, Judge Kane estimates 
Lhat the San Francisco trial, 
which took two days in court, 
wou ld ordinarily have teken four 
nrfive. An additional sa ving, civil 
attomey Rogers pointe out, ivould 
result from the eEiminatlon of 
nustrials duo Lu prejudidal con- 
duct. 

' Objectivity” is an Other ad- 
vanlage cited. 'Tf Lhu jury is to 
disreg&rd a point, then thoy 
shouldn t hear it anyway'', says a 
San Frandsco Jaw professor who 
approves the use nf videotape, 

Critics reply Lhat ”Ferry Ma- 
sonism”, despite its excesses, 
is an intrinsic part of our 209- 
year-nld judicia 1 heritage, and 
that the buman contact of face- 
to-face confrantation is essen tial 
to reaching a reliable verdict, A 
woman juror in the San Frandsco 
trial told reporters, ”If there's 


any place you need the buman 
element, I think it’s In the 
courtroom where peoplo are 
being judged and their lives are 
being influenced”. 

Legal objections center around 
the passihIe unconslilationaUty of 
eiiminating the confrontation bc- 
fore a jury. There is abo concern 
□mong civil libcrtarians and 
constitutionalists that making 
electronic recording availablo 
may kad to the denial nf equal 
prolecliun onder the law to 
indigent delend ante. 

' Public defenders and couti- 
appointed lawyers may be uncluly 
prnne to accepting the electronic 
trial”, cominented a member of 
the Vermom Civil Liberties 
Union. “Foor and uneducated 
persons, ignorant of their rights 
and often with substandard 
representation, wou ld be guinea 
pigs in this experimentation, 11 

Lawyers opposed to wide- 
spread use of videotape would 
admiL it for limited use. Critic 
Garry beliovos that its employ- 
ment s hou ld be limited to the 
rccording of depusitiuns. 4 T pre- 
fer videotape over a cold (writtenl 1 
deposition. because you at least 
get a look at the witness. Bul if 
the wituess is available, he 
shuuld appear.'' 

But such limited use of the 
technique would not ^greatly 
contribuLe lo the stalud objective 
of advancing efficiency. If sub- 
stantial "streamlining” of the 
courts is to occur, it wtll evidenily 
he ai the expense of "the human 

element” and, some experts bc- 
lieve, at the: expense of delen- 
dants, particularly those who are 
Black and poor.

Bemard Barker w r as telling 
people in Miamt Ihm ‘ something 
was going to happen at the time 
of iheconvemions," He was busy 
planning demons L rat ion s in ap- 
proval of Nixun's bombing of 
Haiphong harbor, 

On April 24, Barker and a 
secret team of seven men went to 
Miami to hire provocateurs for a 
New York demonstratioru Four of 
this leam were arrested at the 
Watacgate Hotel. Three were in 
Miami at the time, and one 3eft 
the country because he ivas 
‘headed for trouble," There 
were plans for a May demon- 
st rat ion that was moved Lo 
Washington, D.C., after J. Edgar 
Hoover’s death. Paid demon- 
strators were hired to make an 
ugly scene while Hoovcr h s body 
was lying in state. 

Money u> pay for Street scenes 
and fighls with pulïce and 
ra di ca Is came from the same 
money man, Bemard Barker, who 
served as the ronduit of funds for 
the Bay of Pigs invasion. This 
time Barker was handing out 
crisp, cons ecu Live $100 bil Is that 
came to Miami' s Republican 
National Bank, from a secret 
soureo in Mexico, via a secret 
source in Chilc. James McCord, 
Chief of Security for the Rcpu- 



hlicon National Gommittee was 
paid for the Watcrgaie job wdih 
the stunc funds that hired Street 
altercations, 

Barker 'a wife said that her 
husband liad not been active with 
the Cuban eommumty for five 
yeorg. She was surprised he w j as 
arrested werking with that grtmp 
again. 

That observation fits in with 
the "Squad 19" plan which was 
arranged for San Dingo, When 
the convention was moved to 
Miami, a whole new group of 
Street people wcuild have lo set 
the milieu for confrontations. 
Some persons coulri be imported. 
Local varietics would be beUer. 
The radical, emolional, wdh 
trained, constantly provoked Cu¬ 
ban exile eonimuiiity could be 
worked lip sufficiently with 
enough of those CJ.A. $100 bills

Black persen in America to be 
indifferent, si> you can Lmagine 
the kind of agony one goes 
ihrough, Il is diffieuk to be 
indifferent, hut it ts aJso diffieuk 
to love, you seo. Tn be mvolved 
öften means to hate, bul because 
love and hate SjulIi grow from the 
same pole, there 's tove there loo. 

Now of cotirse, the Black 
Panther Party is nol hased upon 
hate, We feel that our revolu- 
tionary program must be guided 
by y feelirtg of love—armed love 
we sometimes call it. I don't like 
to use the word "love" again, but 
the langiiagie is poor maybe 
there shoulti be a new* word to 
express what I mean about 
involvemeni and acceplance. 

QUESTJON: I would tike to 
raise something w r hich has alway* 
been a source of deep personal 
conflict for me. I buk ai the 
United States and the ruling 
siructure* and I do not like it. 1 do 
not like the viobnee and oppres* 
sion I see hore and in Vietnam 
and in ptaciicalh every other 
country. Now 1 eau see in an 
inieltmual way that the only wat 
to react against this violence is 
with more violence. But when 1 
read ihe Pa r',her paper and sv.e 
words like "shooi to ki11 ,'' well. I 
just eau t redate to that either. So 
would you speak io the questkm 
of vvönting to create a new world 
and a new univeraai humanity, 
and at the sumo time haviïig to 
piek up h gun and shoof? 

NEWTON: Well, as I said 
yesterday, the Black Panther Party 
is against vjolence and works for 
the day when it will nn longer be 
nocessary, We wönt to abolish all 
gons and uil wars because we 
be lieve k is better for people to 
resoJve their differences without 
violen co. But we are nol idéolists, 


and because we are not idealists 
we try to understand things in 
their material context. And until 
ihe acLua! condkions oxist where 
defense with a gun is nol 
flecessary, we have lo act appro- 
priatély. It is insane to ask the 
Vietnamese to lay down their 
guns when the American ruling 
circlc is nnpalming them, Tt i h 
insane to ask the underground 
oporating in South Africa to put 
down their gun:? when Biacks 
Ihere are treuied like sla vos, it is 
insane because you are askin,g 
people tn suffer materially for an 
ideal Ihol wilt not benefit them. 

CONDEMN vrOLENCE 
So we condemn violence, but 
we make u distinction between 
the violence of the aggressor and 
the self-defense of the people. 
Thirmg the years of sla very r for 
example, the slave master kid- 
napped people, split üp their 
families, forced thotn to labor, 
shipped, tunurecL und killed 
them, stole all lbo profit from 
their work. This was the actual 
materiaJ condition of their lives, 
So if the slaves revolted— and 
they did. many times — they were 
defending themselvcs against 
murder. This is what Frederïck 
lïouglass meant when he saki (lot 
me read this): "The slave is fully 
justified in helping himsell to the 
gold and silver and the best 
ap parel of his master, ..Such 
taklug is not stoaling in any senso 
ol the w r ord—Slave holders hnd 
made it almosL Impossible for tho 
slavf tocommiL any crime known 
to tho laws of God or lo the laws 
of man. If hc steals, hc takes his 
own; if hc kills. he imitates only 
the horoes of ihc Revohition " 
We translate that lo meun that 
oppressors have no rights which 
the oppressed are bound to 
respect.

The minimum wage for an 
unskilled Black worker in Cape- 
town is a mere $18.20 per week, 
while a White worker's wage is al 
the very least $43 per week, 
almost■ 2ï-a times more. Callex is 
also a major diatrihutor of oil to 
the Portuguese artny in Mozam¬ 
bique, 

American banks have aided 
South Africa with loans and fin- 
uiicial support since the early 
I9$0s. Up until 1969, South 
Africa had been receiving a $40 
mi IIion revolving loan from a 
consortium of ten U.S. banks. 
The consortium loan was the most 
overt example of cooperation 
between U.S, capita! and the 
South African economy. lt was 
discontinued due to increased 
public protest and also hecause of 
a more slable South African 
economy. 

However, loss visiblo fnrms of 
support und participalion by 
American banks remain, most 
notably the conlimied operationa 
of First National City and Chase 
Manhattan Banks Lttside the 
country.

Automobile pmductitm is the 
biggësL South African manufac- 
turing industry. General Electric, 
which hns o plant in Oakland, 
also a large manufacturing com- 
pany operating in South Africa, 

lt has been mining, combined 
with grossly underpaid African 
labor. that has been the foun¬ 
dation of South African's econ- 
omy and growth. The country 
exports more than fifly different 
minerals, many strategically im¬ 
portant to the U.S. It is the 
world’s largest producer of gold 
and gem diamonds 1 and ranks 
among the top three in praduction 
of antimony, asbestos, platinum, 
uranium and vanndium. Lt has 
substantlal deposits of chromo, 
coal, copper and iron ore, and 
producey more from its mines

It 
mainlains a sheet metal fncilily 
with a l,0f)n hnrsepower high hot 
i'olling reversing mi]l. the largest 
productive aluniinum hot line in 
Snuth Africn. Kuiser formerly 
ow ried bü% of ftepublic Alumin- 
um, which it sold to Alcan, 
anolher oluminum prtKiucer. 
Kuiser hos a special South 
African subsidiary, Kaiser Trad¬ 
ing, which invests milltons in 
develüping copper, tin nnd nickel 
mines.

B.P,: Whal js the present status 
of the armed struggle in Mozam¬ 
bique? How much of the territory 
is in the hands of FRELIMO? 
And, how many people live in 
tbose areas? 

KAHN: First, aliow me to express 
my apprecialion for this oppor- 
tunity to salute your readers and 
to salute the brothers and sisters 
oF the Black Panther Party and hs 
leadership, What is the status of 
the struggle in Mozambique? I 
think U'sobvknis.ln Mozambique 
today, the situation is posilive. 

Th ere has been war waged in ihe 
mifidlc of the country. WeVe 
upened the fourth front in Muruea 
e Sofia Province, The military 
aetivities in this part of the 
country have goné Up to the bvd 
that the Porluguese alone cannot 
copo with the situation: Rhn~ 
dusian and South African troops 
have come in to the aid of the 
Portugue.se. Neverlheless, our 
people have not Eelt discouraged» 

On the contrary, there have been 
significant victories. 

Today, the area cont rulled by 
FRELIMG is one third of the 
country. And we have in this aren 
1,200,000 people living under the 
rospoiisiibiüty o' FRELIMO. It's a 
huge responsibiHty. In certnin 
areas where Lhe situation is 
completeïy under the control of 
FRELIMO certnin work programs 
are being carricd out sm:h as: 
education; heaJth service; s oei al 
affairs; social welfare, and agri- 
culture, Smfill industries are 
being enenuraged and they are 
prndücing quite a lot. 

ï lüitary training of all the 
people in the area —not only of 
thoïiif that might face the enemy 
miJiUrihr, hut aïso of those living 
in the area, for selLprotactinn is 
important* We have «fc&ted 
conditions for the defense of air 
and ground atüicks, created

People prohably lend Lo 
tlünk that the struggle of Mo- 
zambican people is simply 
wnged by n hondful of people or a 
small group of people or those 
who belong to FRELIMO.

FRELIMO has taken the 
struggle to such a Ie vel that the 
whole people of Mozambique are 
partici paling. It's the struggle uf 
the people of Mozambique. It's a 
new stage and it gives me

R.P.: We wou ld tike for you to 
please describe the adminbtra- 
tinn system of the liberatcd 
tcmtüriea. 

KAHN: The administradon Sys¬ 
tem is, of course, not a defmile 
system vel. due to the fact that 
everything is provisionaL, I say 
that because ït (thé System) 
depemis on how the enemy 
uperates, We have set up the 
system in such a way thaL 


w hen ever the enemy internis to 
attack a given area we are ready 
to move the people and to modify 
the system of production and 
administ rat ion m the area without 
any great dnmage and with a 
minimum of casualties* So, to 
describe it in detail wnuld toko 
me really too long. But it's a 
system which works and it 
functions in a given situation 
according to the position of th^ 
enemy.

any action or activity which wük 
spédfically aimed al destruction.

Last year 
showéd the whole world that the 
Cabora Bassa Dam is not qnly 
vulnerable to be destroyed by any

U.S. ARMY TO MASS 
PRODUCE DEADLY 
NEW NERVE GAS 

VIOUTES GENEVA TREATY 


IWashington, D.C) - The U.S, 
Amiy will he mass-producSng o 
new, deadly nerve gas by nu later 
than lÖ77 r Although the Ameri¬ 
can military nlrendy hos nine 
tnasajve slorage depots filbd to 
capacity, the Pentagon has com- 
mitted at least another S6 millicjn 
to war gas research. The new 
"binair " gas bomba will be 
assembied in Ar kansas, at the 
Pine Bluft Arsenal. 

The new weapon consists of 
two safe Chemicals thnt become 
deadly when mixed. Fsred from a 
mortar or howitzer (camion), the 
£p inning shell mixes the Chemi¬ 
cals while in fligbt. The gas Lhen 
escapes from the sheli upon 
impact, kiiling everyone in the 
area. 

In 1925, when a Geneva 
Convention sgreement banning 
the use of Chemical and bio logica! 
warfare was submitted to the as- 
semhied governments of the 
League of Nations, the U.S 
refused to sign it. The Pentagon 
made extensive usc of Chemical 
weapons in the Vietnam war but 
[nsisied that the U.S, Chemicals 
we re nut the type described by 
the Geneva ban. 

ILN. VOTE 

However, on December 13, 
1969, ihe United Nations General 
Assembly vnted 80 to 3 that the 
LUS. was using banned Chemical 
weapom in Soulheast Asin, 

U.S. officials have ciaimed the 
American build-up of Chemical 
and bioiogical weapuns fCBV\ r / 
was meanl lo cuunLer the threat 
posed by the Chinese dwing the 
Korcan War. The Chinese peo- 
ple's delegalion at the U.N. look 
the fnllowing position nn CRW- 

'Tho Chinese puople will, as 
always, continue lo work togethei 
with the people of all countries 
and persevere in the struggle for 
the complete prohibitkm and 
thorough destruction of all bio- 
logical and Chemical weapons," 

The Pentagon realizes that in 
the wars of the near future, 
poorly-fmanced guerrilla or peo- 
ple's armics will be its most 
coïTimon opponent®, Accordingly, 
the Marine Corps Field Ma mud 
FM FM 8-2 instrucls that Chemi¬ 
cal weflpons "ore ideally suited to 
counter-guerrUla operations.. lt 
is unlikely that guerrilla farces 
cani obtain Chemical war de- 
fartsïve equipment'

Baj Area audiences seem to be 
nötorimis for Lheir blasé attitude, 
Howevcr* the predom inantly 
Rlsek and youthfuJ audience that 
heard and saw the first per¬ 
formance by Marvin Gaye in five 
years stomped and cheered and 
fibeuted and even, at tinnes, cried 
with ecstasy over his masterful 
performance. 

They had waited for him 
several hours and went wild at 
the very sight of this brother, 
with his tove/message songs, 
standing out diere, one man 
alone, in a souped-up warkera 1 
snit of blue denim, and & pair of 
zilver, mod-stykd combst boots, 
k was all too much* For, while 
they waited, they cheered Oak- 
Land's own local group, the 
De Ito nes - and were overwboLmed 
with the perförming talents of two 
yonng Black people, who had 
been wrïting hits ("Aïn't No 


Mountain High Enough”, “Let's 
Go Get Stoned' , etc*) for ycars, 
Nick Ashfurd and Valerie Sïmp- 
son. 

Then he eased out, in his 
un-etar-like attire, topped off with 
a red knitted cap, and blew 
everyone's mind. Even celebri- 
ties, everyone ca me out and was 
brought to lheir feet, rem amber- 
ing Brother Marvin'a rendïtions 
of oldies like “Long Gone” and 
"How Sweetltls"; singingevery 
line and phrase of his smash hit 
"Lel's Get It Onand quietly, 
atlentively hstening to Marvin’a 
biest compositum “Jan". 

CRY1NG GIRLS 

ït was the rhythm and blue» 
shows of the early * 605 , replete 
with screaming, crying girls, and 
Marvin being begged to throw a 
towel he d wiped his brow with 
out tothe audience. And, they feil 
out when he did. 

There was a different feeling 
here, however, from those old 
days, for when Marvin neared the 
end w r ith his "What/s Gom' Ün M , 
a statement about the nature of 
this country r s reactionary politics 
and warmongermg, here was au 
aware audience swaying with the 
beat and singing along with every 
line, "...War is not the answer." 

Marvin Gaye had T then, gone 
beyond the realm of a rhythm and 
blues superstar . or a big time

With oil mud naturel gas there is 
serious troublc in sustainmg the 
x-ontinued ex paus ion of produc¬ 
ten of these fuéls in the U.S, 
Alao* niany of the ut her key 
resources such as copper, alumi- 
num and iron ore, which are 
needed to build the machines in 
the first place, are running inlu 
the same problem. This is 
causing the U.S. to become 
heavily dependent on impnrts 
from other p-arts of the wurJd. 
Then they rail it a “crisis ' when 
some other parLs of the world 
deelde not £o give us their 
resources, as the Arab oiJ coun- 
Lries just dïd. 

SL: WhatabuuL the Toet thot oil 
companies' profits have risen 
somelhing like 30 to 60 percent in 
the first nino months of this year 
compared with the first nine 
monlhs of lastyear? Isn't thul an 
indic&iion that there isn't u crisis 
or shortage. bul that someone s 
reaïJy mtiking money off of this? 

JG: Your're right. someone is 
making money off of it. but that's 
only part of the picture, The 
shortage is not simply nianufac- 
tured as a gimmick by the oil 
com pa nies. lts a question of eco- 
nnmïcs. There are energy sou rees 
left in the U.S.* but they’re 
becoming more expensive tn 
produce, The oil compaioes have 
been growmg and growing, as 
has the wholc economy. And as 
the economy grows, it has tn 
cunstantly shift to more and more 
expensive resources—you use 
what’s cheap first, bul as you 
grow. you have to rlrill deepcr for 
resources, use offshore oil, and 
generally turn to more expensive 
resources. 

In other words, the amounl of 
cheap resources ren ia in s the 
same t while the economy keeps 
expanding, uniil the cheap re- 
Mnirres arè nol enGügh and other 
supplies musit be femnd This is 
why the oil companies are in a 
squueze. because if prices were 
held leve! for the consumer, then 
ihe compunv's profits wou ld 
deereasc. sïnce product ion is 
more óïpensive. 

The rich investors who cuulrol 
tht companies would reiher cut 
back the ctmsumer with higher 
prices, and miimtain their men 
prufks ln facl ihey are nppnrtu- 
nizing and laking even moré 


profils now because they sec their 
futuie does nol look goed. They 
are goirig to concerUrate all the 
wealth they ean and dig in for the 
decade of economie collapse that 
is coming. 

SL: So you're saying lbo 
growth is ii cause of lh<? shortage, 
What ubuut the fact that for many 
years poople have boen saying, 
hey, we enn t keep up the grow th. 
we can’t keep on using up all 
thoee resources. Why have those 
people been igciured, if now their 
propheeïes turned out to be Lrue? 
Who in power or whoever is in 
contrei of growih has forced the 
skuation into wbat ia it today? Cr 
are we all responsibleV 

JG: Mo, I donT ihïnk we’re all 
reaponsiblo. since most of us are 
not in conlrol. The smal! elite 
w^hich Controls the big corpora- 
tions is responsable, since they 
contrei so much of the economy. 
Even there, 1 donT Lhink it's the 
partkular individuals sa much as 
the wholo system that is to biatne 
GHOWTH PROJECïiDiVS 

I can give an example of how 
the system works. About fif^een 
years ago a person named 
M.Ktng Hubbert, w r ho was an oil 
expert with Shell Oil, did some 
projectiens of the growth of oil 
produclion in Lhe United States, 
hased on a few assumptions 
about the facl that there s only a 
ümited amsjunt of oil that can be 
used. He fortsaw fifteen yesirs 
ago when the production of oil 
would peak out, in the early 
I970.S. and he Lurned out to be 
with in about a year of when ié. 
actunlly happened, 

Shell Oil in response to this 
forecast went put and found some 
other experts to do new estimates 
of the total amount of oil in Lhc 
grouriEi, so that the peaking-out 
date would bo put off into the 
mdefiniie future, They simply 
wanted to go on growing, because 
the peopJc who own the com- 
panies want more Capital, more 
profils, flowing inLo their handï. 
And if there’s nu growth, they 
can only get more capilal iu their 
honds ai the expense of the 
American consumer. They'd 
rtillier do it at the expense of the 

environment, the Third World or 
sumeone other than the American 
ei ms timer. 

So this wïiole process reolly 
rep es en ts the last falling-back of 
iht 1 American elite tn the world, 
wliri 1 they have m hit out ut the 
American peoplc themselves, 
throi gh higher prices and sirnply 
making it imposstble to afford 
thing penple have taken for 
graat d in America. You see. 
these are the “exterml con- 
diliore under which the peoplo 
in Anu kc will be Inreed to lake 
control, to imnsform the system 
in order to survive.
